Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Burgh  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  1961. 

This  year  was  notable  in  the  Health  Department  for  the  introduction, 
in  January,  1961,  of  an  experimental  Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services 
Scheme.  This  is  a new  venture  in  co-operation  between  three  parts  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  namely,  the  general  practitioner,  hospital  and 
local  authority  services.  The  Scheme  will  take  time  to  prove  itself  and, 
if  successful,  might  set  a pattern  for  future  maternity  services  in  the 
Burgh. 


During  the  year,  preparations  were  made  for  the  Town  Council's  new 
arrangements  for  the  carrying  out  of  their  services  under  the  new  Mental 
Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1960. 

The  year  1961  also  saw  the  introduction  of  the  Town  Council's  new 
Chiropody  Service  for  old  people. 

For  the  first  time  the  Town  Council's  health  visiting  service  has 
operated  with  the  full  establishment  of  20  health  visitors. 

It  was  a year  of  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  there  being 
no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  A mild  form  of  dysentery  was  however  trouble- 
some. The  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  continued  to  fall  as  it 
has  consistently  done  over  the  past  8 years. 

I should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Town  Council  and  in  particular 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encouraging  support  during  the 
year.  I cun  also  indebted  to  the  officials  of  other  Departments  and  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  constant  co-operation  and 
assistance.

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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Population 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Burgh  at  the  middle  of  1961  was 
73,192. 

Births 

There  were  1,569  births  during  the  year  1961  which  is  52  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  is  21.4  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation. This  is  the  highest  birth  rate  since  the  postwar  increase  in 
1947.  There  were  42  illegitimate  births  during  the  year  giving  a rate 
of  2.7  per  hundred  live  births. 

Marriages 

There  were  614  marriages  during  the  year  which  is  55  more  than  in 
1960.  The  marriage  rate  is  8.4  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Deaths 

■■  . . . — 

There  were  815  deaths  during  the  year  which  is  25  fewer  than  in 
1960.  The  death  rate  for  the  Burgh  during  1961  was  therefore  11.1  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year 
which  is  5 more  than  in  1960.  Of  these  3 were  in  persons  between  the 
ages  of  55-65,  2 between  the  ages  of  65-75  and  2 were  over  the  age  of 
75  years. 

Only  one  death  occurred  from  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  - the  con- 
dition being  tuberculous  meningitis. 

There  were  2 deaths  during  the  year  from  the  principal  epidemic 
diseases,  both  of  these  being  the  result  of  influenza,  one  in  a male 
over  the  age  of  85  years  and  the  other  in  a female  over  the  age  of  75 
years. 

Lung  Cancer 

Deaths  from  lung  cancer  continue  to  rise  at  a rapid  rate,  the 
number  having  doubled  itself  in  the  past  3 years.  This  is  shown  in 
the  following  table:-

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Only  a reduction  in  cigarette  smoking  and  improved  atmospheric 
conditions  in  industry  and  in  the  town  generally  can  help  to  slow  this 
disturbing  rate  of  increase.  Progress  with  smoke  control  areas  is  dis- 
appointingly slow  and  every  effort  will  require  to  be  made  to  hasten  the 
establishment  of  them. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Stillbirths 


49  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year  giving  an 
infant  death  rate  of  31  per  thousand  live  births.  This  is  a similar 
rate  to  that  of  1960,  30  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  4 weeks  of  life  giving  a neonatal  death  rate  of  19  per  thousand 
live  births. 

There  were  26  stillbirths  during  the  year  giving  a still  birth 
rate  of  16  per  thousand  total  births,  which  is  a similar  rate  to  that 
of  1960. 

Tuberculosis 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  32  which  is 
4 less  than  in  I960,  This  is  the  smallest  number  of  confirmed  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  ever  recorded.  It  is  a figure  which  continues  to 
show  improvement  year  by  year.

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  therefore  very 
low  with  the  exception  of  dysentery. 

Food  Poisoning 

The  six  cases  of  food  poisoning  noted  above  resulted  from  the 
eating  of  steak  pie  distributed  in  the  Burgh  from  the  County  area. 
Investigation  into  the  source  of  infection  was  carried  out  by  the 
County  Health  Department, 

Dysentery 

The  incidence  of  dysentery  during  the  year  was  regrettably  high. 
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Although  the  disease  was  clinically  mild,  all  cases  showed  a high  infect- 
ivity.  It  was  not  unusual  for  all  members  of  one  family  to  be  affected.  In 
all  55  families  were  affected  throughout  the  Burgh.  During  the  year  a pam- 
phlet was  produced  for  the  information  of  householders  showing  the  steps 
which  shouli  be  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  dysentery  and  diarrhoea.  This 

was  given  by  health  visitors  to  households  in  which  dysentery  and  diarrhoea 
was  reported. 

Venereal  Disease 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  reporting  for  treatment  fell  in 
1961  to  13.  No  new  cases  were  reported  in  females. 

Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services 

In  the  annual  report  for  1960  a full  description  was  given  of  a Co- 
ordinated Maternity  Services  Scheme  which  was  to  commence  in  January  1961. 
Briefly  the  scheme  involved  the  establishment  in  Motherwell  and  Wishaw 
Clinics  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  sessions  conducted  by  general  medical 
practitioners,  midwives  and  health  visitors.  In  addition  to  full  routine 
ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  at  these  sessions,  each  mother  is  referred 
routinely  to  the  obstetrician’s  clinic  three  times  during  her  pregnancy. 

50^  of  the  Burgh's  general  medical  practitioners  agreed  to  participate  in 
the  scheme  which  began  on  9th  January  1961  as  planned.  The  scheme  has  there 
fore  operated  for  a full  year  during  which  time  one  meeting  of  general 
practitioners,  the  obstetrician  and  medical  officer  of  health  was  held 
to  adjust  minor  difficulties. 

Examination  of  perinatal  deaths  during  the  year  1961  (i.e.  still 
births  and  infant  deaths  in  the  first  7 days  of  life)  shows  that  there 
were  50  perinatal  deaths  in  the  year  giving  a perinatal  death  rate  of 
31  per  1,000  total  births.  In  401  births  ante-natal  care  was  given  under 
the  new  scheme.  There  were  16  perinatal  deaths  in  scheme  cases  giving  a 
perinatal  death  rate  in  scheme  cases  of  40  per  1,000  total  births. 

One  of  the  objects  of  the  scheme  was  the  reduction  of  perinatal 
deaths  which  in  the  main  are  the  result  of  ante-natal  conditions.  The 
fact  that  scheme  cases  showed  a higher  rate  than  the  general  perinatal 
death  rate  in  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  scheme  is  therefore 
disappointing.  One  year  however  is  too  short  a period  to  judge  the  merits 
of  a scheme  of  this  nature. 

Mental  Health  Services 


With  the  enactment  of  the  Mental  Health  (Scotland)  Act  of  1960 
consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  replacement  of  existing 
arrangements  for  the  care  and  aftercare  of  persons  suffering  from  mental 
illness  and  mental  deficiency  and  the  prevention  of  mental  illness  by 
new  arrangements.  Proposals  formulated  to  ensure  that  a comprehensive 
service  would  be  available  for  the  mentally  disordered  in  the  Burgh  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Town  Council  in  1962. 
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Mental  Defectives 


Some  assessment  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  number  of  mental 
defective  persons  in  the  Burgh.  It  is  estimated  that  at  a minimum 
there  are  8 mental  defectives  per  1,000  of  the  population  or  a total 
in  the  region  of  580.  At  present  31  pre-school  mental  defectives  are 
supervised  at  home  by  health  visitors.  There  are  about  125  in  special 
schools  and  13  in  junior  occupational  centres.  There  are  60  in  hospital 
and  40  attend  the  senior  occupational  centre.  A total  of  269  are  there- 
fore known  and  under  supervision. 

Mentally  111  receiving  treatment  in  hospital  during  1961 

The  following  information  from  figures  furnished  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Ilartwood  Hospital  gives  some  idea  of  the  incidence  of  the 
more  serious  forms  of  mental  illness  occurring  in  the  Burgh. 


141  persons  were  admitted  to  Hartwood  Hospital  for  treatment  during 
the  year.  Of  these  122  were  admitted  on  an  informal  basis  while  19  were 
admitted  as  certified  patients.  The  figures  show  a higher  percentage  of 
females  (61^)  admitted  as  compared  with  males  (39/^).  About  50^  were 
married  persons  and  46^  of  the  total  admissions  were  housewives.  The 
highest  age  group  fell  in  those  between  the  ages  41—50  years.  The  total 
number  of  admissions  by  age  groups  is  shown  in  the  following  table: -

Broadly  speaking  the  two  major  conditions  for  which  admission  to 
hospitals  was  necessary  were  schizophrenia  (32/&)  and  forms  of  depressive 
state  (31^).  8 of  admission  were  for  conditions  associated  with  age, 
senility  and  arteriosclerotic  changes,  7 cj»  were  anxiety  states  and  6/^ 
were  associated  with  epilepsy. 


Senior  Training  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped 

A senior  training  centre  at  Alexander  Street,  Wishaw,  was  operated 
during  the  year  by  the  Health  Department  for  the  purpose  of  providing

training  to  mentally  handicapped  persons  of  both  sexes  over  10  years  of 
age  who  were  unable  to  find  normal  occupation.  These  adult  pupils  are 
taught  simple  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  together  with  rugmaking, 
basketry,  needlework,  leathercraft  and  other  crafts.  It  is  quite  sur- 
prising to  find  Fiow  many  pupils  enrol  at  tlie  centre  having  no  knowledge 
or  understanding  of  words  or  figures,  who  in  a short  time  can  learn  for 
the  first  time,  to  read  and  write  simple  words  and  sentences,  and  carry 
out  modest  addition  and  subtraction  sums. 

When  the  adult  occupational  centre  was  opened  in  1960,  the  limited 
choice  of  existing  premises  created  tFie  problem  of  establishing  2 centres, 
one  for  males  and  one  for  females,  both  of  which  were  felt  desirable  at 
that  time.  Experience  to  date  leads  one  to  feel  tTiat  there  are  advantages 
to  be  had  in  a centre  for  both  sexes,  apart  from  saving  in  premises, 
services  and  staff,,  This  will  have  to  be  seriously  considered  in  the 
future  when,  as  is  Iioped,  new  premises  may  be  planned  for  the  present 
centre. 

During  the  year,  it  was  agreed  to  have  pupils  admitted  from  the 
adjacent  landward  area  of  the  County  of  Lanark  provided  there  was  no 
waiting  list  for  pupils  living  within  the  Burgh,  At  the  end  of  the  year 
4 such  county  pupils  attended  the  centre. 

The  local  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Health  has  continued  to 
take  a great  interest  in  tlie  welfare  of  the  pupils.  Two  outings,  one  to 
a pantomime  sliow  in  Glasgow  at  Christmas  and  one  to  Portobello  and  the 
zoological  gardens  in  Edinburgh  in  June,  were  arranged  by  them,  Tliey  also 
arranged  a Cliristmas  party  for  tlie  pupils. 

In  September  a party  of  10  pupils  and  the  senior  and  assistant 
instructor  of  tFie  centre  participated  at  the  stand  provided  by  the 
Scottish  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  in  tlie  Scottish 
Handicrafts  and  Do  It  Yourself  Exhibition  in  the  Kelvin  Hall,  Glasgow, 


Health  Visiting  Service 


For  tlie  first  time  since  tlie  separate  health  visiting  service  was 
begun  in  1954  tlie  full  establ isliment  of  20  Iieal th  visitors  has  been 
filled.  As  a result  of  this  tlie  area  served  by  each  district  Iiealth 
visitor  lias  been  reduced  and  it  lias  been  possible  to  extend  tlie  duties 
of  the  health  visitor  to  include  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  aged 
persons  and  mentally  Iiandicapped. 
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Family  Planning  Clinics 

During  the  year  the  Town  Council  approved  the  use  of  the  clinic 
premises  in  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  and  the  employment  of  suitable, 
trained  health  visitors  in  family  planning  clinics  provided  by  the 
newly  formed  branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

Community  Care 

The  large  volume  of  domiciliary  work  by  the  home  nursing,  health 
visiting,  domestic  help  and  chiropody  services  undoubtedly  reduces  the 
need  for  hospital  care  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  assess  this  in 
numbers. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  Town  Council's  chiropody  service  for  persons  of  pensionable 
age  was  begun  in  1961 0 

Previously,  a chiropody  service  by  the  Voluntary  Committee  for  Old 
People's  Welfare  had  been  operated  through  practising  chiropodists  in 
the  Burgh.  Through  lack  of  funds  however  it  had  been  found  difficult 
to  meet  the  demand  for  essential  chiropody  treatment  in  old  persons. 

A full  time  chiropodist  was  appointed  in  the  Health  Department  on 
4th  September,  1961,  to  conduct  chiropody  sessions  in  two  of  the  Town 
Council's  Clinics  and  provide  domiciliary  treatment  for  those  unable  to 
attend  the  clinic.  Applications  for  treatment  are  accepted  on  the  sub- 
mission of  a medical  certificate  and  the  old  person's  ability  to  attend 
the  clinic  is  assessed  by  the  health  visitor.  A charge  of  2/6d.  per 
treatment  is  made  with  a modified  charge  of  l/6d.  for  those  in  receipt 
of  National  Assistance.  The  scheme  has  recently  been  extended  to  include 
registered  disabled  persons. 

Details  of  the  work  done  during  1961  are  included  under  the  heading 
of  clinic  attendances  but  these  apply  only  to  the  first  2^  months  of  the 
new  service  and  are  not  of  great  value.  1962  should  see  the  chiropody 
service  well  established  in  providing  a valuable  service  to  aged  persons. 

The  Future 


It  is  apparent  that  each  year  less  work  on  environmental  services 
and  more  on  personal  health  services  is  being  done  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. 


The  important  work  of  infectious  diseases  control  through  immunis- 
ation and  vaccination  continues  to  grow  and  is  likely  to  do  so  in  future 
years. 

The  new  venture  of  a co-ordinated  maternity  services  scheme,  begun 
in  the  Burgh  in  1961,  has  set  a possible  trend  in  the  development  of 
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maternity  services  for  the  future.  This  integration  of  the  three 
branches  of  the  maternity  services,  as  recommended  in  the  Montgomery 
Report,  is  confined  to  50^>  of  the  general  medical  practitioners  and 
is  capable  of  expansion  depending  on  the  success  of  the  present  scheme. 

The  future  of  the  child  welfare  service,  both  clinic  and  domiciliary, 
would  appear  to  be  in  a contraction  of  the  time  spent  on  routine  examin- 
ation of  pre-school  children  and  an  expansion  of  the  time  spent  on  children 
showing  deviations  from  the  normal  in  respect  of  mental,  emotional  and 
physical  development,  maladjustments,  degrees  of  deafness  etc.  Concen- 
tration by  the  health  visitor  in  the  follow  up  of  premature  infants  will 
be  desirable. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  medical  and  health  visiting 
staff  will  require  to  be  spent  on  the  new  mental  health  services  which 
will  emerge  from  the  new  scheme  of  arrangements  under  the  Mental  Ileal th 
Act. 


Similarly  the  time  of  the  health  visiting  staff  spent  on  care  of 
the  aged  at  home  will  increase  with  concentration  on  aged  persons  living 
alone. 

In  the  dental  services  the  future  policy  will  be  one  of  expansion 
of  present  services  to  the  priority  classes  and  dental  health  education. 

It  is  a difficult  matter  to  organise  and  assess  the  results  of 
health  education.  Much  of  the  best  health  education  results  from  indi- 
vidual personal  contact  in  the  clinic  and  at  home.  This  becomes  steadily 
more  difficult  with  the  increasing  numbers  attending  the  Town  Council's 
clinics.  Group  discussion  requires  further  attendance  at  the  clinic  in 
addition  to  the  considerable  number  of  visits  paid  at  present  by  expect- 
ant and  nursing  mothers  with  infants.  The  attempts  to  introduce  raothercraft 
instruction  into  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  sessions  is  defeated  by  the 
numbers  attending  and  the  pressure  of  work  in  these  clinics.  The  present 
method  of  having  mothercraft  teaching  at  special  sessions,  though  worth- 
while, is  inadequate.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  registered  persons  continued  during 
the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year  19,756  persons  had  received  three 
injections,  27,791  persons  received  two  injections  and  254  persons 
received  one  injection.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Incidence 


During  the  year  44  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  received. 

The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  41  cases.  Of  these  32  were  pulmonary. 
Classification  of  confirmed  cases  according  to  age  group  and  sex 
incidence  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  32  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  3 were  classi- 
fied as  primary  and  29  as  post  primary.  23  were  classified  as  early 
acute,  2 as  chronic  and  7 as  chronic  with  recent  spread.  2 of  the 
pulmonary  cases  suffered  from  pleural  effusion  without  parenchymal 
disease. 

Of  the  32  pulmonary  cases  16  were  sputum  positive,  9 were  sputum 
negative  and  sputum  was  absent  in  7 cases. 

All  Tuberculosis 


There  are  512  persons  resident  in  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and 
Wishaw  who  are  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  at  31st 
December,  1961,  These  are  classified  according  to  age  and  sex  in 
the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Deaths 

There  were  11  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  10  respir- 
:atory  and  1 non-respiratory.  Tables  giving  particulars  of  the  period 
elapsing  between  discharges  from  an  institution  and  death,  and  deaths 
and  death  rates  from  tuberculosis  since  1931  are  given  in  the  statis- 
tical tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  death  rate  for  1961  is  0.15  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
Contact  Investigation  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination 

191  contacts,  of  whom  120  were  children  under  15  years  of  age,  were 
traced  during  the  year  and  all  contacts  over  15  years  were  offered 
X-ray  of  chest.  At  special  contact  sessions  held  twice  weekly  in  the 
Airbles  Road  Clinic  Centre  120  persons  were  tuberculin  tested.  The 
following  table  shows  the  result  obtained  from  skin  testing  of  contacts 
under  15  years  of  age.

The  number  of  children  eligible  under  the  scheme  was  1,722.  Consent 
for  testing  and  vaccination  was  received  for  1,431  children.  This 
figure  represents  83.1^  of  the  children  eligible  under  the  scheme.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  THE  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 


Dental  Arrangements  during  1961 

The  dental  clinics  at  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  were  operated  on  a full 
time  basis.  In  each  clinic,  two  sessions  per  week  were  made  available 
for  the  inspection  of  new  cases  and  eight  sessions  per  week  were  devoted 
to  actual  treatment,,  Part  of  the  Wednesday  morning  session  at  Motherwell 
and  the  Friday  morning  session  at  Wishaw  was  reserved  for  the  extraction 
of  teeth  under  general  anaesthesia,,  Identical  services  thus  existed  in 
both  of  the  Town  Council’s  Dental  Clinics,, 

Inspection  of  Patients 

The  expectant  mother  provides  the  link  with  the  other  groups  in  the 
Priority  Classes  and  with  the  introduction  early  in  19G1  of  the  co-ord- 
inated Maternity  Services  Scheme  in  the  Motherwell  area  of  the  Burgh  it 
was  hoped  that  contact  with  a much  larger  number  of  expectant  mothers 
would  be  established.  Expectant  mothers  who  hitherto  had  by-passed  the 
dental  service  provided  by  the  Burgh  by  not  accepting  the  clinic  ante- 
natal services,  were  now  to  be  brought  within  its  scope.  Thus  the  aim 
of  offering  to  expectant  mothers  a dental  inspection  early  in  their 
pregnancy  would  be  achieved. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  two  inspection  sessions  which  were  made 
available  to  patients  were  arranged  to  coincide  with  the  specialist  ante- 
natal clinics  which  were  held  twice  weekly  in  both  clinics.  Patients 
attending  these  ante-natal  clinics  were  referred  for  a dental  examination 
on  the  same  day  as  their  ante-natal  examination  and  mothers  attending  the 
general  practitioner/midwife  clinics  were  referred  when  they  attended  the 
specialist  ante-natal  clinic.  Nothing  could  be  made  easier  for  the  patient 
to  obtain  a dental  inspection.  46/®  did  not  have  one.  WHY?  Is  a dental 
inspection  such  a terrifying  experience?  Is  there  a prejudice  towards 
local  authority  dental  services?  Or  is  there  merely  apathy  towards  dental 
care? 


63/k  of  the  nursing  mothers  who  were  inspected  and  treated  during  the 
year  had  also  been  seen  in  the  ante— natal  period  and  attended  of  their  own 
accord  for  a dental  examination  in  the  nursing  period.  The  remainder  were 
referred  for  examination  by  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  home  visiting.  The  latter 
did  valuable  work  in  referring  not  only  nursing  mothers  but  their  pre- 
school children  to  these  sessions. 

Of  the  pre-school  children  examined  for  the  first  time  39 ft  were 
brought  by  mothers  who  had  themselves  been  examined  and  treated  at  the 
clinics,  and  this  increase  from  28/®  in  the  previous  year  is  encouraging. 

A further  34/&  were  referred  by  Health  Visitors.  The  remainder  were  re- 
examinations.

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Expectant  Mothers 

Of  the  expectant  mothers  who  were  dentally  examined  at  the  clinics 
during  the  year,  94#  required  treatment,,  Of  these,  78#  elected  to  have 
treatment  at  the  clinics,  14#  were  actually  attending  or  proposed  attend- 
ing a general  dental  practitioner,  and  8#  refused  dental  treatment.  As  in 
1960,  only  44 # of  those  mothers  who  received  treatment  at  the  clinics 
during  the  year  were  made  dentally  fit  before  their  confinement.  Again 
this  was  in  part  due  to  refusal  of  the  mother  to  return  for  conservative 
treatment  following  the  extraction  of  teeth  for  the  relief  of  pain,  but 
was  the  result  in  most  instances  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  expectant 
mother  to  seek  dental  attention  early  in  her  pregnancy,,  Where  conservative 
work  was  extensive  - and  this  was  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  - 
insufficient  time  was  available  in  which  to  complete  treatment  before  the 
confinement.  It  is  apparent  that  mothers  do  not  realise  the  advantage  to 
be  gained  for  themselves  by  seeking  dental  attention  as  early  as  possible 
in  their  pregnancy  and  in  this  respect  the  medical  practitioners,  mid- 
wives and  health  visitors  engaged  in  the  co-ordinated  maternity  services 
scheme  could  play  a decisive  role. 

Nursing  Mothers 

All  nursing  mothers  inspected  during  the  year  required  dental  treat- 
ment, although  63/^  of  them  had  been  inspected  and  in  most  cases  treated 
before  their  confinement.  Where  treatment  had  been  completed  in  the  ante- 
natal period  little  attention  was  necessary  but  as  more  than  a third  of 
them  were  being  seen  for  the  first  time  in  the  post-natal  period,  con- 
servation of  many  teeth  was  out  of  the  question,  and  dentures  were  required 
in  many  cases.  21#  required  single  full  dentures  or  partial  dentures  and 
a further  24#  of  all  the  nursing  mothers  treated  required  to  be  fitted 
with  both  full  upper  and  lower  dentures.  Generally  the  mother  who  had  no 
contact  during  the  ante-natal  period  with  the  clinic  services  and  in 
particular  no  dental  inspection  as  a routine  part  of  her  ante— natal  care 
composed  the  greater  proportion  of  this  latter  group.  However  these 
numbers  should  decrease  with  the  better  co-ordination  of  the  maternity 
services  which  was  begun  in  the  Motherwell  area  early  in  the  year. 

Provided  these  mothers  do  come  for  a dental  inspection  and  treatment 
before  their  confinement,  then  an  improved  standard  of  dental  health 
in  the  post-natal  period  should  result. 

Provision  of  Dentures 

With  effect  from  16th  May,  1961,  the  National  Health  Service  Bill 
abolished  charges  for  dentures  supplied  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  This  made  free  dentures  available  to  them  through  the  General 
Dental  Services  as  well  as  through  the  local  authorities'  dental 
services  as  before.  It  would  seem  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  effect 
of  this  would  be  to  reduce  the  number  of  new  dentures  supplied  from 
the  clinics  during  the  year.  While  this  was  so,  the  reduction  involved 
nursing  mothers  only  and  could  be  attributed  also  to  the  fact  that 
around  60 # had  received  some  treatment  at  the  clinics  during  the  ante-^ 
natal  period.  During  the  year  14#  of  the  expectant  mothers  and  only  45# 
(compared  with  56#  in  I960)  of  the  nursing  mothers,  who  received  treat-

ment  at  the  clinics,  were  fitted  with  a denture  or  dentures.  A total  of 
259  new  dentures  were  supplied  free  of  charge  to  157  patients. 

Pre-school  Children 


Although  rather  fewer  pre-school  children  were  dentally  inspected 
during  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of  23/«  in  the  number  of  attend- 
ances for  treatment.  Of  the  total  number  examined,  only  11/^  did  not 
require  dental  attention.  Compared  with  69^  in  the  previous  two  years 
65/c  of  those  seen  had  had  no  previous  dental  treatment.  However,  the 
extraction  rate  of  1.2  per  child  treated  and  a conservation  rate  of 
3.2  per  child  treated  is  an  improvement  on  previous  years.  Yet  too 
many  temporary  teeth  are  being  lost.  Although  it  is  continually  im- 
pressed on  mothers  that  the  pre-school  child's  teeth  are  most  vulner- 
able to  decay  between  the  ages  of  two  and  three,  these  children  are 
still  not  being  brought  early  enough  for  inspections  and  treatment. 

It  would  seem  that  no  appreciable  reduction  in  the  rate  of  decay  of 
temporary  teeth  can  be  expected  unless  the  public  water  supply  is 
fluoridated.  It  is  expected  that  favourable  findings  on  the  fluori- 
dation experiments  being  carried  out  in  this  country  will  be  pub- 
lished in  1962.
